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Growth of Online Learning Nationally 
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Online Learning in Kentucky 

• 1st among SREB states in percent of credit hours delivered 
online for public 2-year campuses; and 7th for public 4-year 
institutions 

• Sixty-five percent of students graduating 2010-2011 took at 
least one online class 

• On average, these graduates took 4 online courses during 
their college career 

• Completion rates for online classes are similar to that of 
traditional classes 

• Taking online courses has been shown to improve time-to-
degree
